oo:> A few of our bonds have been re¬ 
deemed during the year but the amount 
is comparatively inconsiderable

I>crne in mind that the recent propositi, ui | 
of our Council to extend our water in tins 
at a cost of less than #10 ■ •• o int«> 1 much j 
neglected portion of our town, where 
very shortly, if cot now, they will be an 
absolute necessity, developed a violent 
opposition. 

Our town has made rapid strides in the 
line of advancement in the past five 

years, and is now upon a good basis and 
there are present prospects of a material 
decrease in the burdeu of taxation 
which our citizens have borne in the 
last twelve years, but new problems will 
arise and are already confronting us, 
which must be solved and the cost pro¬ 
vided for. There is the Passaic Valley 
trunk sewer, which will of necessity he 
constructed m a few year- and RIoouitirM 
must pay its share To keep abreast with 
the times and with our m re progre-sive 
neighbors, a public scavenger service 
should lie immediately e-lab!isheii ami 
with it, of necessity, a di-posal works ot 
some magnitude must lie erected and 
maintained. Track elevation along the 
Lackawanna Railroad is all planned in 
detail and, it is to t>e hoped, will be com¬ 
pleted 1 * the near future. While it is 
not deemed advisable to contribute in 
any way toward construction, there will 
nevertheless be considerable expense 
which can and should be legitimately 
and properly borne by the town in lay¬ 
ing out Ahe streets and approaches almut 
the stations and making and keeping 
them attractive. Extensions are now 
being made to some of our school houses 
a)id new schools will soon have to be 
built to accommodate and provide for 
our increasing [population New streets 
will have to be accepted.opened, graded, 
sewered, piped for water and maca¬ 
damized. sidewalks paved and curbed 
and storm drains constructed , and while 
a. part of the charges will be assessed 
against and ultimately paid by abutting 
owners the first cost will lall upon the 
town at large and must be met through 
a tax levy. These improvements will 
also impose a heavy burdeu upon those 
abutting owners, whose interest it 
will be to keep the taxes at the lowest 
possible figure. Many other necessities 
will suggest thetnselvej, and with all 
these present obligations confronting us 
ii it wise to assume any further burden, 
even though it seemed small, at this 
ti me ? 

So far as the property in question is 
concerned many objections have been 
raised It is in a most desirable resi 
dential section and for such purposes is 
very valuable. It is easily reached from 
either of the stations of the Green w ood 
Lake Railroad, but is not readily acces¬ 
sible from all sections of the town It is 

? ,uite some distance from the Centre and 
rom the trolley, and if purchased by the 
town would in all probability be ex¬ 
clusively a First ward adjunct, and that 
vrard is already blessed with a most at¬ 
tractive breathing spot—onr beautiful 
Green. The other two wards should 
look to their laurals. The major part of 
the proposed plot is slightly below grade 
and a senous and expensive engineering 
problem presents itself. At the present 
time all the surface drainage from a good 
part of Walnut terrace md from all of 
Williamson avenue from the Greenwood 
Lake Railroad almost to Montgomery 
street flows into the property through a 
drain pipe laid under Williamson avenue 
tf.nd settles there by permission of the 
Owners. If used as a public park this 
situation would have to be corrected by 
the construction of an expensive storm 
sewer through Williamson avenue and 
under Montgomery street. Both of our 
recent town engineers have advocated as 
the most feasible solution the opening of 
Walnut terrace across this property to 
Berkeley avenue extension.or to Orchard 
street, where a less expensive drain can 
be constructed, to the immense benefit 
of the entire section in the basin south 
of Jthe railroad. This is practically a 
necessity which would seem to have pre¬ 
cedent over play grounds. Berkeley 


ivri.iif on tlic cast ot this property is 
now being opened and Liberty street 
will soon have to be extended and 
..pcned to Orchard street This will ini 
p.'i-e at least halt the cost of the improve 
meats of opening, sewering, macadamiz¬ 
ing etc., upon the tow n, and will give 
the property a frontage of 1,200 teet 
which, in addition will have to be 
digged and curbed and trees will have 
to be planted Then, too. if it is to lie a 
public park play ground considerable 
grading will have to be done, a running 
track constructed (a very expensive 
work), the base-ball diamond prepared, 
tennis courts and croquet grounds laid 
out aud prepared the major past seeded 
and made into a lawn, swings ereceted, 
park benches purchased, and last jjUt 
not least, a grand stand construct <1

Then conics the question of manage 
n eut It is difficult to find good men lo 
serve in our Council now and a further 
burden should not unnecessarily l>e im¬ 
posed upon them Base-ball seems to be 
the prime object of the movement and 
there are three very good grown up clubs 
in addition to the school clubs in our 
town, and there is only room on the 
proposed grounds for one game at a 
time. The proverbial fate of the umpire 
would f>e ten times multiplied for the un 
fortunate committee on management. 

There can be no doubt as to the good 
intentions 01 those of our citizens who 
ha\ e fathered this proposed bonding 
scheme and we would all like to be 
vsit'a them in any progressise movement, 
and particular \ in helping the boys to 
have legitimate, wholesome tun and 
in >11 pt ofessn mal -port. Rut is it not 
•v i-c at thiscritic.il stage of our history, 
when we are neither village nor city, to 
be 4 bit conservative, with our debt so 
dangerously near the hall million mark, 
and’look to ’* business befote pleasure 

If we must have another park, it has 
been suggested that a very much larger 
tract be procured for a smaller outlay in 
the upper part ot the town, where a new 
school house will be needed and can 
occupy a small site; where the trolley 
will nearly reach it now and will ulti- 
matelv pass by or through it. where the 
brook wi l be a pleasing adjunct and a 
real park can !>e made and where at 
least these base-ball games can be played 
at the same times. 

It is to be hoped that our citizens will 
view this matter in a conservative light 
and express themselves by their voices 
and votes accordingly at the public 
meeting next Monday evening. But no 
matter what action is taken by those 
who may attend the meeting the whole 
responsibility rests upon the several 
members of the Town Couucil, who 
must ultimately determine whether or 
not the additional burden shall be im¬ 
posed upon the town, keeping in view 
their several ante-election promises of 
“strict economy ’’ A Tax Payee.
